JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS. 


The  Second  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Colored  Clergy 
and  Congregations  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  was 
held  in  St.  Ambrose  Church,  Raleigh,  on  Wednesday  and 
Thursday,  Aug.  12  and  13,  A.  1).    1903. 

At  16  o  clock  A  M.,  Divine  service  began  with  a  proces- 
sional hymn  and  one  stanza  of  the  Litany  hymn.  The  Lit- 
any was  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Perry.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph 
Blount  Cheshire,  D.  D. ,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pol- 
lard, Archdeacon,  and  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter.  The  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  M,  Pollard.  The  offerings 
were  received  for  the  purposes  of  the  Convocation. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  service,  the  Bishop  took  the 
chair  and  explained  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  Convo- 
cation. 

Mr.  C-  H.  Boyer  was  re-elected  secretary  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

On  motion,  an  assistant  secretary  was  elected  and  the  sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  for  Mr.  F.  M.  Kennedy. 
He  was  declared  elected.    « 

The  roll  was  called  and  the  names  of  all  clerical  and  lay 
delegates  taken. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  organi- 
zation, etc. 

The  Bishop  appointed  on  that  committee  the  Rev.  H.  B. 
Delany,  Rev  J.  W.  Perry,  Mr.  Iy  W.  Moss,  Mr.  J.  H.  WiL 
liamson,  and  Mr.  Geo.  C.    Pollard. 

The  Committee  was  requested  to  report  as  to  a  treasurer  at 
the  afternoon  session. 

On  motion,  a  committee  on  appropriation  of  the  fund  in  the 
Bishop's  hands  for  Colored  Missions  in  the  Convocation  was 
apppointed.     The   Rev.    A.    B.  Hunter,    Rev.   P.    P.  Alston, 
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Rev.  J.  E.  King,    Mr.  C.   N.   Hunter,    and    Mr.   J.    H.  Clark 
were  the  committee. 

On  motion,  the  daily   sessions  of  the   Convocation  are   to 
continue   from  to  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  with  a  recess   from    ,2:30 

P.  M.  to  3:30  P.  M. 

By  request  of  the  Bishop,  the  afternoon    session  today  is  to 

begin  at  4  o'clock. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  4  P-  M- 


WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON,  AUG.  12 


Shortly  after  4  o'clock,  the  Bishop  took  the  chair  and 
called  the  Convocation  to  order.  The  minutes  ot  the  morn- 
ing session  were  then  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  called  for  reports  from  the  various  parishes  ar.ct 
missions.     The  delegates   responded  as  called,  g.vmg    mainly 
the  facts  as  recorded  in  the  Diocesan   journal  for  the   present 
year  with  the  addition  of  some  new  baptisms,    burials    remov- 
als, and  the   condition   and   needs  of  their   individual    work 
The  Rev.  J.   W.Perry,   St.  Luke's,    Tarboro,  made  the   first 
report.     Bee  ;use  of  peculiar   conditions,    his  school  must   at- 
tempt wo.k  not  usual  in  a  parochial    school.     The  Rev.  J.  t. 
King     St.  Ambrose,    Raleigh,    next  spoke   of  his  work.      He 
proposes  to  start  a  kindergarten  as  a  new  feature  ,n  his  work. 
The  Rev  'P    P.  Alston,  St.  Michael's,  Charlotte,  in  his  re- 
port  spoke  of  the  people   leaving  the  city    and    what  a  great 
loss  it  was  to  the  churches.  . 

Mr  Geo  C.  Po  lard  spoke  lor  the  Louisburg  mission  tell- 
ing of  the  crowded  conditions  of  his  school  and  the  poorly  ar- 
ranged   school  building. 

At  this  time,  the  Rev.  Giles  B.  Cooke  entered  and  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Convocation  by  the  Bishop.  o,lUerwhlVe 
Then    Mr.  S.  M.  Peace  told   ot    the   work    at  Satterwhite 
t  JRev.  Mr.  Hunter  spoke  tor  St.  Augustine's   Chapel.   Mr 
J    H.  Clark,    St.  Mark's,    Wilson,    read   an  account  of   tl  at 
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work,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Male  told  of  the  outlook  for  a  good 
work  at  Oxford. 

The  Rev.  H.  B.  Delany  who  visits  All  Saints,  at  Warrenton, 
once  a  month  gave  an  account  of  that  work  and  its  need  of  a 
new  chapel  and  more  ministerial  aid. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  King,  who  also  has  charge  of  St.  James', 
Pittsboro,  told  of  the  harmony  that  exists  among  the  workers 
and  the  good  being  done  there. 

Finally,  the  Archdeacon  told  of  his,  hopes  concerning  All 
SaiMts,  Warrenton,  St.  Anna's,  Littleton,  and  St.  L,uke'sj 
Warren  County,  which,  places  he  would  like  to  put  under 
one  missionary  with  Warrenton  as  the  center. 

The  Archdeacon  spoke  of  the  work  at  Durham  and  Noise 
and  of  his  needing  men  for  those  Stations. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bailey  of  Statesville  not  being  present,  the 
Archdeacon  read  the  report  of  that  work  sent  to  him  by  Mr. 
Bailey  sometime  ago. 

Then  the  Bishop  called  for  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
organization,  etc.  as  to  the  election  of  a  treasurer. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Delany  reported  for  the  committee  as  fol- 
lows: 

We  your  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of  elect- 
ing" a  treasurer  for  the  Convocation,  for  the  Colored  People  of  the. 
Diocese  of  N.  C.  beg"  leave  to  state  that  in  out' judgment  a  treasur- 
er should  be  elected  annually  who  shall  be  nominated  by  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.1  As  the  coriimittee 
appointed  by  him,  we  nominate  as  treasurer  for  the  coming  year  the 
Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter.

The -Committee  on  Appropriations  of  the  Colored  Convocation  of 
the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  respectfully  report  that,  while  more  is 
needed  at  various  points,  yet  they  can  see  no  reason  for  changing 
the  above  scheme  of  appropriations  devised  by  the  Bishop  in  consul- 
tation with  Archdeacon  Pollard.

Then  shortly  after  six  o, clock,  the  Convocation   adjoined   for 
the  day,  ,  , 

THURSDAY  MORNING,  AUG.  13 

iVbout  io  o'clock,  the  morning  session  began  with  morning 
prayer  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev-  P.  P.  Alston  from 
the  text  Exodus  xiv,  13-14. 

"And  Moses  said  unto  the  people,  fear  ye  not,  stand  still,  and 
see  the  salvation  of  the  1/ord,  which  He  will  show  you  today:  for 
the  Egyptians  whom  ye  have  seen  to-day,  ye  shall  see  them  again 
no  more  forever.  The  Lord  shall  fight  for  you,  and  'ye  shall  hold 
your  peace. 

After  Divine  service,  the  Bishop  took  the  chair  and  calltd 
the  Convocation  to  order.  The  minutes  of  the  [previous  ses- 
sion were  read. and  adopted. 


The  Bishop  made  iome  remarks  in  line  with  the  sermon  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Alston  and  in  regard  to  the  business  in  hand. 

On  motion,  the  Convocation  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a 
treasurer,  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hunter  being  the  only  nominee, 
the  secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  Convocation 
for  him  and  Mr.  Hunter  was  declared  elected. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  select  some  one 
place  upon  which  the  efforts  of  the  Convocation  might  be  cen- 
tered . 

The  Archdeacon,  the  Rev.  Mr.  King,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Male 
were  named  as  the  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  idea  of  establishing  a  church  building  fund 
was  referred  to  this  committee 

On  motion,  the  time  of  the  morning  session  was  extended 
15  minutes. 

At  12:45  P-  M.,  the  Convocation  adjourned  to  meet  at  3:30 
P.  M. 

Archdeacon  Pollard  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Convoca- 
tion to  order  a  little  after  3:30  P    M. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  then  entered  and  took  the  chair. 

Some  discussion    as  to  salaries  of  ministers  followed. 

The  duty  of  paying  salaries  as  promised  the  minister  was 
impressed  upon  the  Convocation  by  the  Archdeacon. 

The  committee  on  selection  of  work  reported  as  follows: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  submitted  the  question  of  some  defi- 
nite work  on  the  part  of  the  Convocation  recommend  that  the  Ox. 
ford  mission  be  taken  up  for  the  corning  year  and  that  the  Convoca- 
tion pledge  $150  towards  the  salary  of  the  missionary.

This  report  was  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  proposed  and  adopted. 

Resolved,  that  this  Convocation  pledge  itself  to  raise  $350,   in  ad 
dition  to  the  sum  pledged  to  the    Oxford    mission,  to  be  used    by  the 
Archdeacon  and  the    Bishop  for  the  missions  of  the  Convocation. 

The  following  resolution  was  proposed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ai 


ston  and  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 

Resolved  that,  on  account  of  the  spread  and  growth  of  the  mission- 
ary work  throughout  the  Diocese  among  the  colored  people,  we,  the 
clergy  and  laymen  who  are  engaged  in  this  work,  do  most  earnestly 
and  sincerely  beg  that  the  Bishop  ask  the  Commission  for  Work  among 
the  Colored  People  to  give  $  1700  more  for  carrying  on  this  work  to 
be  appropriated  as  follows: 

Charlotte,    for  Rev.  P.  P.  Alston  and  school  $550.00 

Louisburg,    for  school  130.00 

Noise,    St.  Philips'  Mission  200.00 

Raleigh,    St.    Ambrose,    for  school  320.00 

Pittsboro,     for  school  50.00 

Tarboro,  for  school  200.00 

Warrenton,  All  Saints,  50.00 

Wilson,    for  school  200.00 
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On  motion,  the  Convocation  decided  to  accept  the  invita- 
tion to  meet  next  year  in  the  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All 
Angels,  Charlotte,    at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

On  motion,  the  Convocation  indorsed  the  special  appeals 
of  the  Archdeacon. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  offerings  for  the  missions  of 
the  Convocation  be  taken  up  during  the  months  of  Septem- 
ber, December,  March,  and  June,  that  fs  during  the  first 
month  of  each  quarter:  said  offerings  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
treasurer. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  authorized  to 
print  500  copies  of  the  minutes. 

On  motion,  the  resolution  by  which  the  Convocation 
pledged  itself  to  raise  $350  in  addition  to  the  sum  pledged  to 
Oxford  was  reconsidered.  The  resolution  was  then  so  amend- 
ed as  to  make  the  additional  sum  $200  instead  of  $350.  The 
resolution  as  amended  was  then  passed. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  minister  and 
congregation  of  St.  Ambrose  church  for  their  hospitality  and 
courtesies  to  the  delegates  of  the  Convocation. 

The  last  service  of  the  Convocation  was  announced  for  8.30 
P.    M. 
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On  motion,  the  business  sessions   of  the   Convocation    ad 
journed  sine  die  at  6  P.  M.

I  appeal  to  friends  in  the  South  to  give  me  $2,000 
for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  the  building  of  a  Chap- 
el at  Durham,    to  be  known  as  the  jOyman  Sflemorial 
in  memory  of  the  late  Bishop  Lyman. 

third: 
i  appeal  to  colored  Churchmen  throughout  the 
country  to  give  me  $1,000  for  the  building  of  a 
chapel  at  Warrenton,  to  be  known  as  Jill  Saints 
Slemorial,  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  White 
Cain,  who  perished  in  the  great  flood  at  Galveston 
in  1900.
